Paris, 8ept. 6th, 186t. 
Tbe Emperor's visit to Salzburg bad 
already furnished tbe journals and the 
public with matter for speculation, in 
which, it must be admitted, t.hero was 
more cause for desporidency than hope, 
when a fresh occasion for conjecture and 
discussion was offered them hy the Im- 
perial tour through Flanders. In the 
vague eypressions of tho Emperor's 
.speeches at Lille and Arms, of which 
deem it unnecessary to give you even ex 
tracts, as jou will have received them 
from other sources, there is so much that 
is dubious and so much to which a double 
meaning can be applied, that it is not sur- 
prisiii;^ that persons of every political 
creed find in them appreciations that are 
as widely differeut as are the creeds they 
profess. Some seem to believe that the 
speoelies in question imply and even pro 
miso "peace and prosperity to Franco." 
Tho Emperor, they say, must be full of 
confidcnco in the future to have tittered 
such words as be did at Arras ; whilst the 
opposite party .cry out ,tbat be must be 
inspired wlth.-ifear of in6.vitable war to 
have spokett' es hei„did'ot Lille. It is, 
however,' certain that If the speeches be 
viewed with impartiality they will be 
found to contaio nothing calculated .to 
arohse ilie suspicion 'or excite tbo ill'Wiil 
of ihe'Prusainn Government. The "black' 
spots, on the horizon,*' of which so much 
has been mode, .are words to which a 
false construction has evidently been at- 
tached, and if tlio iMiiperor had meant 
war, his languai^'c would have been widely 
difTeront nnd far more explicit. Ilia posi- 
tion oblif^cs him perioilieally every year 
lo keep his subjei^ts alive with a few 
words coining from his own Hps, nnd, 
when he has iioiliiiig particular to reveal, 
he acquits liiniself of the task as best he 
can with expressions of a vagtic bnt r^as- 
suriiig nature ; and it is the fault of his 
hearers if they Cnd therein ground for 
foreboding and distrust. That war may 
come is proboblis ; but will Prance rush 
l)iindl7 into a war with Prus.sia without 
lii'st havins a certainty of an alliance with 
Austria ? It is pretty nearly curtain that 
none has yet been formed, though there 
is nothing improbable in 0|ie being en- 
tered into later, should circumstances ren- 
der that step necessary for the mutual 
interests of France and Austria There 
is a projected marriHge spoken of beiwcen 
tbe Prince fmperial and tho Archduchess 
Giselle, daughter of the hjiiijieror of Aus- 
tria. This rumor seems to have more 
weight than an ordinary canard^ nnd, as 
it has not l)ei.';i ollicially di.MiiuJ, there is 
perhaps sniiio foundation for it. Jtis 
hard lo b(.'lii,'vo that a l)ii<y, active tnnn 
like Niipoleoii, who is not f^iveii to maiid- 
liii demonstrations, should have wasted a 
week in .simply inourniiig with the I<>ni- 
poror Francis Joseph over thu fate of 
Maximilian, and coiisidering Ihe actual 
state of opinion and the prohablo conduct 
of France under certain eircmiislances 
towards Austria and Prussia, it is not at 
all impossiblis that the litile prince and 
the princess have been betrothed by their 
respective parents over a friendly after- 
dinner cigar. 

I know of nothing further in tho politi- 
cal world that is likely to interest you, 
and as'for the world of Paris it is getting 
wondei fully dull. The exhibition has fal- 
len olT greatly during the Ihst fortnight, 
the nnniber of visitors has diminished and 
in a couple of months tho doors of the 
huge Pantheon of industry will ho closed 
for ever, and it will be riizcd to the 
grotind.

Country people and strangers only visit it 
now, and tho true Parisians fiud it mon- 
otonous to wander up nnd down its l>ot 
galleries, staring, at objects., whose , coun- 
terpart can : be seen in, lHe^sbop*.windows 
of the Boulevard des ltttlians. ^ All .whose 
occupatioDS allovitbetn Ho leave. tbe;tqwn 
are glad tp escape frooi its broil|ng',atmo8- 
phere aiid^ tbrbbged^ Streets to 'seer thieir 
"little Paris at the sea-side." ' Tbe water- 
ing-places are more or less full, and 
accounts from, thence inform us that they 
are verjr.gity and attractive, In a day or 
two the Emperor at BtarritZ'Will draw a 
large flock of tbe fashion down to the 
south, besides which tho shooting season 
has commenced ; so that altogether Paris 
is as dull and empty as it can be, and no. 
Ijody remains behind but the strangers, 
the shop-keepers and the journalists. 

I suppose you hi.vo heard of the sor- 
cerer, Zouave Jacob, a soldier in the banrl 
of a regiment stationed at Yersailles, who 
pretended to have the power of curing all 
diseases by simply looking at the patients. 
He has created quite a sensation in Paris 
and holds three levees every day, to 
which flock in crowds tho lame, the bliiid, 
tho halt and tho maimed. If I were to 
recount lo you only a few of the extraor- 
dinary stories that are current about his 
murvellous cores, you would srarcely be- 
lieve it possible that in an intelligent city 
like Paris such an evident sham could 
pass muster, or that a government which 
takes such paternal care of its people as 
to prevent them reading certain books 
and newspapers, holding public meetings 
or singing patriotic songs, should allow 
such an impo-ster to practice upon their 
credulity. But it is uahaj)|iily true that 
he is not only permitted to hold bis 
levees, since tho colonel of his regiment 
gives him daily leave of absence, but 
people holding high positions and who 
have-^-cr ought to have — more intelli- 
gence than to believe in him, actually 
elbow their way through the miserable, 
iguorant crowd to solicit tho benefit of his 
magic eyes, iu tho hope of finding relief 
from their ailment. No convincing proof 
of his having really cured anybody has yet 
reached me, though tho proofs of cases iu 
which bo has failed are common enough, 
but the great wonder in tbe affair is bon 
he has succeeded in making any intelli- 
gent and enlightened person believe in 
him.

These are but a few of innumer- 
able cases of the accumulation oi immense 
fortuiie's'by men in Government emp'oy- 
inent. Invevti','ating comrnittnes have 
iVo'ii time to tiiii" reporied frauds of mug., 
iidieent jiroporlions, lull the public liavo 
not been iid'oriiied of any case wlieri; the 
convicted swindlers li ivo lieen brought to 
justice or forced to disgorge any pqrtiou 
of their ill gniten wealth.
